m East Jordan schools construction 
on target as school year approaches

As students have been off making 
the most of the lazy days of summer, 
work crews haye been on the scene 
at East Jordan schools, as the first 
phase of the $7.9 million bond issue 
passed by East Jordan voters last Sep- 
tember was launched this summer. 

Work on several major additions 
and improvements to both the high 
school and elementary school have 
been ongoing, and are set to be com- 
pleted by fall. 

“There is a jot going on and a lot to 
do in five weeks,” said schools su- 
perintendent Chip Hansen, 

The elementary school is undergo- 
ing renovations including a new heat- 
ing system which will convert the 
current hot water heating system to 


steam. This conversion will take place 
over the next two years, with half of 
the building’s heating changing this 
year and the other half next year. 

Since work got underway at the end 
of the 2002-03 school year, the 1956 
kindergarten through second grade el- 
ementary wing has seen a complete 
interior overhaul, with replacement of 
the heating and air handling systems 
in that wing, 

“Much of the summer has been de- 
voted to utility and infrastructure im- 
provements in that area,” Hansen 
said, Last week, much of the finish 
work in the wing began, including 
drywall, sanding, and painting. 
Though the timetable is tight, with 
only about four weeks left before the 
start of the upcoming school year,

preparation and eating 
schedules. 

“At most nursing homes, 
residents eat at approxi- 
mately the same time, and 
there’s little opportunity for 
variation.” With the neigh- 
borhood concept, however, 
the eating schedule is “in- 
dividualized,” and much 
closer to what a resident 
might have were they able 
to be in their own home. 
“Everyone can get up when 
they want to,” Drury said. 
“The homemaker in the’ 
unit can fix one egg [for one 
person at a time].”

In addition, people that 
work and live in the neigh- 
borhoods will meet rou- 
tinely to discuss daily needs 
and activities. “All that 
flexibility is built in,”

GLE renovation 
and expansion 
to begin in BC 


A $2.355 million renova- 
tion and expansion of the 
Great Lakes Energy Coop- 
erative office building on 
M-75 south in Boyne City 
is scheduled to begin the 


_ week of Aug. 4. 


The project includes the 
addition of a three-story, es- 
timated 18,000 square foot 
addition to the front of the 
building that will nearly 
double the total office area. 
In addition, renovations to 
the main and lower levels 
of the existing building are 
planned. 

Construction is expected 
to be completed by late 
spring of 2004. 

The targer office facility 
will allow the electric co- 
operative to better serve the 
growing needs of its mem- 
ber-owners. The office 
building was built in 1978 
by Top O’ Michigan Elec- 
tric Co. which provided 


‘ electric service to approxi- 


mately 32,000 rural mem- 
bers in northwestern lower 
Michigan at that time. 
Today, the facility is the 
headquarters for Great 
Lakes Energy Cooperative 
that serves more than 
119,000 members in 26 
counties in western and 
northern Michigan, from 
Kalamazoo to the 
Mackinac Straits. The 
building was originally de- 
signed for 50 employees 


and will accommodate ap- 
proximately twice that 
number when it is com- 
pleted. 

Great Lakes Energy was 
created by the 1999 merger 
of three electric coopera- 
tives: Top O’ Michigan, 
Scottville-based Western 
Michigan Electric and the 
former Newaygo-based 
Great Lakes Energy. 

Although the Boyne of- 
fice will continue to remain 
open during normal busi- 
ness hours, some employ- 
ees, including cashiers, will 
be temporarily relocated 
within the building to ac- 
commodate the construc- 
tion work. 

Signs will be posted to 
help direct customers who 
wish to pay their bills or 
place orders for electric ser- 
vice. 

Construction will also 
not affect the cooperative’s 
Dispatch Department that 
will continue to operate 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week to handle outage calls 
and other electric service 
emergencies, 

Other building improve- 
ments include installation 
of a new fire suppression 
sprinkler system for the 
entire office area and a new 
customer entrance with a 
heated walkway to better 
handle snow and ice re- 
moval.

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~ Information- 
gathering by FBI 

is a thorny issue 
— for librarians

_ Q.: How do you know if the FBI is monitoring your e- 
mail and Internet activity, or searching library records to 
find out what you are reading? 

A.: You don’t. 


The USA PATRIOT (Uniting and Strengthening 
America by Providing Appropriate Tools Required to 
Intercept and Obstruct Terrorism) Act of 2001 allows the 
FBI to seize any “tangible things” (including documents, 
records, books, computers, or anything they deem relevant 
to their investigation), and place wiretaps on Internet con- 
nections, among other things. Librarians are required to 
comply if presented with a court order, and cannot tell 
anyone, including the person under investigation or even 
library board members. 

If the court order is executed upon the library’s Internet 
Service Provider, librarians will never know their com- 
puters are being monitored. 

This Act was pushed through Congress shortly after 
the terrorist attacks on 9/11/2001, and many senators have 
admitted they didn’t actually read the 300+ page law be- 
fore passing it. Some are having second thoughts. 

Last week a Town Meeting was held at the Traverse 
Area District Library, where a federal prosecutor and FBI 
agent squared off with an attorney for the Michigan L1- 
brary Association and a spokesman from the ACLU, de- 
bating the benefits and dangers of the Act. Over 200 in- 
terested citizens listened to tales of a secret court that meets 
in a soundproof vault deep underground, where 11 judges 
pore over documents “that would rival a John LeCarre 
novel.” They can then issue court orders for the FBI to 
gather information in various ways, including “sneak and 
peeks” (FBI agents enter a home and look around with- 
out ever notifying the occupants of the home), placing 
wiretaps on internet connections or Pen-Register traps on 

any phone a suspect might use, and seizing library records. 

The somewhat defensive FBI agent assured the audi- 

ence that the FBI does not care what we read. They al- 
most never use their power to seize library records.... 
Well, except that one time, during the Unabomber inves- 
tigation. Had you gone to a public library and checked 
out any of the books Ted Kaczynski referred to in his 
Manifesto published in the New York Times, you could 
have been subject to investigation by the FBI, This hap- 
pened before the USA PATRIOT Act was established; the 
Act now makes it much easier for the FBI to gather infor- 
mation. 

This is a thorny issue for librarians because, as a rule, 
we don’t want to aid and abet criminals. However, we 
are also fiercely committed to protecting intellectual free- 
dom and our patrons’ right to privacy. At this library we 
don’t keep any records beyond the checkout period, un- 
less of course the book is overdue or the patron has fines. 
(That is another good reason to return your books on time 
and pay off those fines.) 

USA PATRIOT could stand for Using Strategic Acro- 
nyms to Persuade Americans That Relinquishing Inalien- 
able rights Obstructs Terrorism. (Technically that would 
be USA PATRIORT, which is why I don’t work for the 
Department of Acronyms, Misnomers, and Nonsense.) 

I agree with Ben Franklin on this, who said, “They that 
can give up essential liberty to obtain a little temporary 
safety deserve neither liberty nor safety.” —

A cold water stream like the Boyne River is just one 
of the precious resources within our Lake Charlevoix 
Watershed. Formed by thousands of years of glacial 
action, the Boyne River has evolved into a rich 
biodiversity of plants and animals as well as a recre- 
ational paradise. 

In a sincere effort to meet the demands of growth and 
development, Boyne City has proposed construction of 
a new wastewater treatment plant that could discharge 
treated effluent into the Boyne River and subsequently 
into Lake Charlevoix. The city has projected that the 
volume of this wastewater flow will double over the 
next 20 years, 

Although current standards for tésting wastewater 
effluent may indicate little threat for discharge into a 
stream or lake, these tests do not normally screen for 


previously unknown chemical threats, 


valuabk resources. 
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suggest that mixtures of pharmaceuticals, hormones and 
other wastewater contaminants can occur at low 
concentrations in streams that are linked to wastewater 
sources, Since very little is known about the potential 
health effects to humans or aquatic organisms exposed 
to low levels of these compounds, any new wastewater 
treatment facility should be designed to assure that our 
water resources are adequately protected from these

“All of the partners involved are mak- 
ing a difference for the families in Boyne City and the 
six-county area, one house at atime. I applaud all of 
the partners, successful efforts to support the Ameri- 
can dream of home ownership with an innovative ap- 
proach such as the Northern Homes Community Land 
Trust initiative.” 

Through the initiative, homes located on land owned 
by the CLT will be significantly less expensive than a 
typical home purchased in the same location. CLT 
homes are required to be sold at affordable prices, which 
will be determined by a resale formula for low- and 
moderate-income homebuyers. 

Four families already have new homes as a resuit of 
the initiative. “This is a dream come true for my family 
and I,” said Carrie Griffin, a first-time home buyer in 
Boyne City. “By owning a home through the Commu- 
nity Land Trust, we are assured that our monthly hous- 
ing costs will remain stable and that our four children 
can grow up in a supportive neighborhood.” 

Eligible home buyers may choose to purchase any of 
the homes offered for sale by Northern Homes CLT, all 


of which are subject to a 99-year ground lease under:
